THE TURKI:H TREATY. 
_ London, May 11. 
The official summary of the Turkish Treaty was 
handed to the Turkish delegates in Paris this afternoon. 
The Treaty is divided into thirteen parts, the first of 
which containa the Covenant of the League of Nations 
‘and the second describes the new geographical frontiers 


of Turkey, that in Europe being approximately the" 
Chatalja lines. The boundaries in Asia remain the same | 


except as regards the southern froqtier which starts 
from the coast south of Adana and proceeds easterly from 
the south of Marash and Diabekr to the present boundary 
in south-west Urrala, thence oorthwards to Ararat and 
north-west to a few miles south of Ratum. The third 
part canaists of thirteen sections, It binda the Turka to 


_ accept the political changes canses by the Treaty ond 


establishes a special international regime for the 
Dardanelles and Straits which will not be subject to, 
blockade nor belligerency except in pursuance of a 
decisian of the Council of the League of Nations. The 
third part further provides for aotenomy and the possible 
eventual independence of Rordistan.

has uzcasiona:} surprise in some 
quarters, it is entirely in Keeping 
with the policy follawed by the 
Military Authoritigs ally through 
the war. . 

The official} attitude, as explain- 
ed toa feuly Nees representative. 
is that the War Office did ru: send 
th men into the Army; that 
was dane by the tribunals. Asa 
matter of fact the military 
anthounties have always felt that 


|hundres of men were sant into] 


the Army who ough: never to 
have heen sent, and it was actu- 
ally suggested at ene time that a 
special Act of Parliament should 
be passed conferring on the 
authorities power to discharge 
ren whom they considered ought 
not to have been sent. 
But the Government decided 
ssrsuch acon entthe mes 
remained in the Army. The 
Army could not recognise con- 
scientious objectors as such. In 
the military view they were 
soldiers, and azsoldiers they had 
to be treated. It issostill. They 
5 beem ta the Army-and-bave 
(necessarily) been dealt with as 
soldiers. They are therefore en- 
titled to the benefit: as well as 
to the punishments of soldiers. 
That is how the case waa stated 
tothe Daily News representative 
by an officer of high standing. 
There are kwo exceptions to the 
rule that all conscientious objec- 
tors are entitled to pensions for 
their disabilities. Men who con- 
tracted their disabilities througb 
misconduct, such as hungerstrik- 
ing in prison, and man whé have 
been in prison for certain specifi- 
ed military offences, are’ not 
entitled te pensions. This also 
applies to the ordinary soldier. 
Bat in general, where an’ ordin- 
ary soldier is entitled to a pension 
for « disability, the conscientious 
objector is also entitled to one. 
The War Office is now engage? 
in deciding the cases of conscien- 
tious objectors entitled to pension, 
and the Medical Boards are aas- 
essing the percentages to be paid.
